Railroads Well Built.

The railroads of Korea and of 
Manchuria built by the Japanese are 
very fine indeed. The roadbed gener- 
ally is excellent; the rolling stock of the 
very latest ‘and most substantial 
quality; the service, too, is good. 

Take this train at Fusan, connecting 
there with the line of steamers that 
run: twice daily from Shomonoseki. 
Three times a week this first and second 
class train fitted with sleeping and } 
drawing room cars pulls out of Fusan 
for Changchun, the end of the Japanese 
ownership of the railway line that runs 
to Harbin. It is’a run‘of 33 hours to 
Changchun. 

The lower half of Korea is iad 
at night. Seoul, the ancient capital of 
this old’ world empire, wakes to the 
hoarse call of the American engine, 
and the clang of the locomotive bell 
rouses the echoes from the pine-clad 
hill above Nandaimon (Great South 
Gate). From Seoul to the Yalu the 
train whirls past many places whose 
names find a place in the history of 
by-gone days.

No one in France disputes the strictly 
legal right of the authorities in Alsace 
and Lorraine to refuse to renew the 
residential permits,-but this step would 
nevertheless seem incomprehensible, 
since by Art. II of the treaty of Frank- 
fort, signed in 1871, French citizens re- 
siding there were guaranteed the pro- 
tection afforded by a most-favored na-' 
tion clause. 


Reaction on Germany Seen 


Although this in itself might be no 
legal barrier to expulsion, the fact re- 
mains that an intentional repudiation of 
the benefits of that clause would. react 
in an extremely disagreeable manner on 
the 100,000 German citizens now en- 
gaged in business in Paris, a fact which 
is regarded as offering a substantial 
safeguard against any wholesale expul- 
sion scheme being carried out, for Ger- 
many would, in the long run, certainly 
come off second best.

HAWTHORN GROUPS BREAKING 
INTO FLOWER AT ARBORETUM 


Shrubs From Various Parts of Country Which Workers 
Have Classified en Show at Peters Hill—Product 
Raised From Seeds—Examples’ Distributed 


Hawthorns either flowering or soon to 


flower in the collection on the eastern> 


slope of Peter’s hill at the Arnold Arbor- 
etum number 630. groups, according to 
the latest bulletin. These include a few 
duplicates and a few old world species. 
The cgllection of American hawthorns 
is given ag the result of work carried on 
by the arboretum, during the last 14 
years. During that time most of these 
plants are said to have been discovered 
and many of them have been named and 


described. 
- “They have all been raised from seeds 


at the arboretum,” it continues, “and 


‘}thousands of the young plants have been. 
distributed to cultivators in the United 


States and Europe. 

This investigation has brought to 
light a‘large number of beautiful hardy 
trees and shrubs. well suited: for the 
decoration of the parks and gardens of 
cold temperate regions; and the collec- 
tion on Peter's hill, already interesting, 


ishould before many years have passed 


be one of the spectacular features of the 
Arboretum in spring and autumn. Amer- 
jean hawthorns are. distributed from 
Newfoundland and the northern parts 
of the province of Quebec to Florida and 
Texas, and to the Pacific coast in the 
northwest. The largest ,number of spe- 
cles grow together probably on the 
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both from the north and south, in south- 
ern Missouri and in southern Arkansas. 
Next to the lilacs the most valuable 
shrubs, perhaps, for northern gardens 
now in flower are the bush honeysuckles, 
of which there is a large collection in 
the Arboretum. Many of the, large-

Dr, William Hull marshalled an array 
of facts from the country’s recent histo 
to prove that the “Monroe 
has become a great anf ever growing 
problem, and is entailing most unfortu-

He then briefly discussed abd rejected, 
seven proposed solutions of the problem, 
namely, its total abandonment; thé. re- 
pression of it within its modest original; 
the inducement gf the great powers to 
recognize it as genuine international 
law; an alliance between the United 
States, Great Britain and Germany to 
enforce it; an alliance between the Unit- 
ed States and the A. B, C. for the same 
purpose; its conversion into a Pan- 
American doctrine; and its continued 
interpretation and enforcement by ‘the 
United: States acting algne. 

Finally, he advocated what he called 
The Hague solution of the problem, 
pointing out the way in which there can 
be applied to it the various measures 
adopted by the Hague conferences. 


Problem of Avoiding War 

John Bates Clark, LL. D., of Colum- 
bia University, and Sir George Paish, of 
London, Eng., editor of the Statist, pre- 
sented a joint address, part of which 
follows: 

“We have to present a plan for taking 
one practical step in the direction of 
universal peace. We need institutions 
that will accomplish this without making 
a new sovereignty which will be. above 
present sovereignties. 

“We cannot count on peace without 
earnestly working for it by every avail- 
able agency. War is held in check by 
diplomacy, but there isino complete 
guaranty against it. The step now called 
for js the establishment of a mechanism 
by which the general interest of the 
whole of mankind shall be protected. 

“The chiefquestion which we need to 
bring before the next Hague conference 
and to discuss in advance of its meeting, 
is how the general interest can best bé& 
conservedy and a standing committee of 
the powers would be a fotent instrument 
for conserving it. On this committee all 
nations should be represented, but it 
might be established by a smaller num- 
ber and sections of jt might meet sep- 
arately, much as do committees of Con- 
gress. To prevent difference of interest 
from ripening into- quarrelg, to settle 
quarrels when they occur without wars— 
such is the purpose of a standing com- 
mittee of the powers. It would not be 
a parliament of man, but a modest in- 
stitution, easily founded, and capable of 
doing a vast amount for all humanity.” 


Open Door a War Preventive 


Rear Admiral Chadwick, in “Equal 
Trade Opportunities as a Preventive of 
War,” said in part: 

“It is better to prevent the causes of 
difficulties than to attempt to overcome 
difficulties once established. The chief 
causes of war are: (1) The aspiration 
to national race solidarity; (2) trade 
jealousy. The former is the ‘more dif- 
ficult fomenter of war. I propose as 


national equal trade end exploitation 
the territories occupied by right of might 
since 1880, the failures to get an equal 
share of which is a principal cause of 
German bad feeling toward France and

The United States should show an 
example of its belief in the professions 
so often made as to the open door, by 
opening to international equal trade the 
Philippines, Puerto Rico and the Canal 
Zone, and thus set an example to the 
world.

Wireless messages will be sent out 
into space by the lighthousés evety few 
seconds. Just as a ship approaching 
an ordinary lighthouse sees’ its light, 
so when a vessel is within 30 miles of 
Brest or Havre the wireless operatot 
on board will hear the warning signals. 


Vessel Will Know Position 

If the ship has a “direction finder” 
the operator will be able to tell fcom 
which direction the signals are coming | 
and by this means it will be easy for 
those on board to determine at once 
exactly where the ship is.

Difficulty in  Self-Consciously 
Analyzing an Entertainment 
. Meant to Be Enjoyed 
Objectively Is Pointed Out 


AUDIENCE THE JUDGE 


This has been an opén season on play 
reviewers in organs of the theatrical pro- 
Producérs having a latge influ- 
ence in these publications have had their 
say, and sympathetic writers of the dra- 


| Mmatie press iavé scored many well taken 


points. They have unanimously agreed 
that reviewers of plays afe generally 
prejudiced, incompetent, and worse than 
iiséless; since they injure the profession 
from which they gain their livelihood. 


' The managers, irritated by small re- 
turns at the bok. office;-Jeoked atéund 
for eaiises of bad business. One of these 
catises ig in some degree undoubtedly the 
unfavorable review, which is- certain to 
keep a emall percentage of patrons away 
from a play that is in a city for a short 
stay. Unfavorable reviews cannot affect 
the prosperity of a play that the public 
likes, as has been proven again and 
again. 

Just what is an unfavorable teview ? 
In the manager’ s opinion one that assays 
less than 95 per cent praise of play; 
players and production. It is natural 
that he should look at the unfavorable 
review as an injury to his property, and 
resent every comment that is not phrased 
as praise. 


Reports for Reader 


Many newspaper readers, on the other 
hand, look to the reviewer as a judge 
of the merits of the entertainmnt. All 
that criticism means is “to judge,” if we 
remember the Greek derivation of the 
term. Criticism, then, may mean finding 
faults as well as appreciation of the vir- 
tues of play, player and produetion: . 

Leaving aside the higher development 
of criticism possible in a monthly mag- 
azine or in a book produced at leisure, 
when every statement:may be weighed 
with care, considér the problem of the 
newspaper reviewer, wlio is expected by 
readers to give them a just estimate of 
a play, and sometimes of several plays, 
the day after their first production. 

Probably no reviewer of long expér- 
fence would claim that lie ever wrote a 
precisely just review of a play for. the 
next day’s paper. The human factor is 

a etrohg one when any work must be 
done quickly, and when thé play has 
interested because ‘of qualities of ifhagi- 
nation, intelligence or vision, when the 
acting has been above the adeqiate, 
when the production has surpassed the 
competent, the whole review is bound 
to take on a glow that the reader midy 
think unjustified when hé sees tiie per- 
formance. 

Again, when any of the factors of a 
play fail below the adequate the reviewer 
very likely- is more severe on the per- 
fortiiance than the average playgoer be- 
| lieves to Be justified. 
lHypothetically Ideal Critic 

Undoubtedly the ideal .reviewer of 
plays produced under the present touring 
system would be a sort of composite 
tplaygoer; /orle who had no prejudices 
against a patticular player’’ mannetisma 
(since no theater audience has a con- 
certed prejudice against any particular

knows enough abottt the history of 
drama to place a play but not enough 
to know what old, play is being done 
over, one in fact that possesses an all- 
round general culture but no intengified 
special knowledge about anything. 

A crowd knows a little of everything, 
and not much about anything, and the 
ideal reviewer, according to the man- 
agers, would be, the man who would ex- 
actly voice the sentiments of the crowd. 


In other words, a mass méasurement 
is being applied to an individual. It is 
to be doubted if anybody ever was a 
type of the mass, however well some men 
have understood the mass. No moté can 
it be expécted that a reviewér be a type 
of the mass, sin¢e his very specialization 
in the theater has given him a keener 
feeling for dramatic values than the 
average person, whose é6pecialty may be 
law, street cleaning, city planning, 
housekeeping or dentistry. 

The problem of the reviewer, then, 
after he has experienced the artifical pro- 
cess of consciously analyzing a perfor- 
mance meant to be-enjoyed without self- 
consciousness, is to describe tlie perform- 
ance for hig teaders in such a way that 
they may judge whether ‘a eare to 
see the piece or not. - | 


Audience Judges 

In performing this service, the review- 
er must usually conquer his own preju- 
dices, prejudices that mgy be traced to 
too much playgoing. In doing this he 
ia helped by the response of the audience 
to the play. 

He may be bored by a romantic play 
built up out of hackneyed materials, but 
it is difficult to tell whether or not the 
piece gets over the footlights and satis- 
fies the playgoer. The audience will be 
the reviewer’s guide, as in a recent in- 
stance when a percentage of the play- 
goers could be heard cheering and clap- 
ping ironically at a new romantic pro- 
duction in Boston. Audiences like high- 
colored romantic plays, and have their 
right to them; and the key’ of the review 
may be taken from the audience’s re- 
sponse if the reviewer remembers that 
the audience is an actor at the play, that 
a play is really not a play without an 
audience. 


Tuned to the Mass 


The drama, alone of the arts, has to 
earn its right to live, so that the review- 
er may not in fairness insist too strongly 
on exalted esthetic standards. <A subsi- 
dized drama may be maintained on a 
level far above the common denominator 
of the mass, but thetirama that the mdss 
supports must’ be somewhere near its 
own commoii dendminator of —_— 
and @sthetic feeling. 

The successful playwrights are those 
like George Cohan, and Gedfge Broad- 
hurst, whd khow this common denomi- 
nator of the mass almost by instinct, 
and rest their plays firmly on that 
basis. To their credit it is to be said 
that in working ftom this plane they 
ustially keep v.-. plays a iittle better 
than the mass would- unqueéstioningly ac- 


cépt. As long ds a competent playwright. 


does not write his avudienes down he ix 
to be ¢ommended, although the whole 
scheme of a Cohan or & Broadhurst play 
may not appéal to the specializing re-

Serves Art of Drama 

Thus the review aims to de princi- 
pally of service to the reader, and séc- 
ondarily to servé the art ‘of drama by 
pointing out the worthy qualities ob- 
served in play, acting and production. 

Much as producers condemn tle uf- 
favorable review, they are eager in their 
use of favorable comment. After all, 
most of the complaint about unfavor- 
able reviews comes from managers who 


have no pride in sustaining the quality’ 


of their productions. Men like Fiske, 
Frohman and Belasco have often paid 


tribute to the value of articles written 


by discriminating reviewers, articles 
seeking to tell the exact truth, but find- 
ing the exact truth in these cases to 
involve appreciation of something a 


little better than what will “get by.” 


Points of View 


That the review ever satisfies any- 
body, least of all the man who wrote it, 
is doubtful. The reader, being an indi- 
vidual, will remember a player, a —_~ 
or a thought in the play that deeply 
impressed him, and will wonder why 
the reviewer did not speak of the best 
thing in the play.

It is true 
that some one must pay for the millions 
of dollars’ worth of publicity that is used 
every year, but it should not be assumed, 


without an examination of the facts, |, 


that this sum comes out of the pockets 
of the consumers. Few persons will dis- 
pute the proposition that the merchant 
'who does not advertise is apt to do 4 
pretty small business, and consequently 
will do his buying from the wholesaler 
on a smaller scale than his competitor 
who believes jn the value of printer’s ink. 
|The non-advertiser, buying in smaller

A. degree to which tradition’ impels 
every high grade student to aspire. The 
technical courses have always _ been 
sneered at by the Princeton luminaries. 
The professors assume that Latin and 
Greek alone really educate a manf The 
impetus toward Greek begins far back 
in the preparatory schools where the 
classical tradition is all powerful and 
the natural sciences despised. Few of 
the secondary schools which prepare men 
for Princeton have good laboratories or 
any other adequate facilities for teach- 
ing the natural sciences. Naturally, 
therefore, their best students drift into 
the classics under the gentle urging of 
teachers, parents and college alumni. 
The pick of all the men who enter 
Princeton are thus corralled in the classi- 
cal courses. It is entirely superfluous 
therefore for Dean West to vaunt the 
superiority of the Greek students. They 
are superior to begin with and it would 
be shameful if they did not keep the 
lead through their college course. Still 
we may doubt whether the classical stu-

SAN DIEGO ARTS 
AND CRAFTS HAS 
INSTRUCTION AIM 


SAN DIEGO, Cal_—The San Diego So- 
ciety of Arts and Crafts was organized 
in April, 1912. Mrs. Robert E. Masters 
was the first president. For the first 


year the membership limit was 12. Since 
then it has seemed best to raise this 
limit to 30 and the membership is’ at 
present closed. 

There are many craft societies 
throughout the country composed of 
skilled craftsmen banded together for 
the sale of their wares. The San Diego 
society was founded upon different lines. 
Women with little or no knowledge of 
such work are eligible for membership 
and are taught the different crafts, Mrs. 
Robert E. Masters writes in the Union. 

Our purpose is to create an interest in 
and to gain a thorough knowledge of 
arts and crafts in its different branches, 
to train the hands and produce useful, 
beautiful things, she says. 

Our work this year was basketry and 
bead weaving. Many original ideas have 
been carried out both as to designs and 
materials used. Especially artistie are 
those of Torrey pine needles: We are 
now busily engaged in preparing an ex- 
hibit for the exposition next year.

The merits of the Colorado situation 
are not to be settled by partizan repre- 
sentations. Judge Lindsey’s misajon ap- 
pears to have been largely personal, but 
he has the support of the newspapers of 
Denver and it may be supposed of the 
people of the state quite widely. The 
Law and Order League has the apparent 
purpose of taking up the cause of the 
mine owners. The jnvesfigation by Con- 
gress which is in progress will be awaited 
for a fair balance as to the responsibility. 
The larger matter of securing peaceful 
conditions after the withdrawal of thé 
federal troops is the one that has the 
more practica] importance, and the prog- 
ress toward that end is not apparently 
as swift as it deserves to be. 


National Prohibition 
To Be Pressed in Congress 


Notice was given in the Senate this 
week by Senator Sheppard of Texas that 
the constitutional amendment for pro- 
hibition of the liquor trade would be 
pressed at the present ses:ion. The 
amendment, which bears the names of 
Representative Hobson -.nd_ Senat-: 
Sheppard, was repor’~d to have been 
filed away until Congress should meet 
in December at the earliest, but the de- 
cision of the men-who are leaders in 
ite behalf will force ‘t to the front. It 
is not one of the numbers of tue Demo- 
cratic program, but tha’ list is only of 
the party measures, which the prohibi- 
tion amendment is not.

The moderation of expenditure for air- 
ship development in connection with the 
army is not to be taken as evidence of 
lack of a national interest in aerial navi- 
gation. Even the national government 
can claim some eminence when it is re- 
called that Professor Langley in his 
early experiments was aided by the 
national treasury. His model, which is 
now regarded with curiosity, has been 
pointed out lately as having all the 
essential ideas of the successful flying 
machine. But mainly the development 
hag been the result of personal zeal in 
invention, not to say daring. The Ohio

By setting plants on the east and on 
the west sides of the house, where shade 
will prevail at certain times of the day, 
flowers may be secured practically all 
day in cloudy weather; those on the 
east side opening rather early in the af- 
ternoon and closing early in the morn- 
ing, and those on the west side opening 
late in the evening and remaining open 
until rather late the next morning. These 
flowers are specially interesting because 
they can be seen to open. A bud will 
expand into a complete flower within two 
minutes or even less.

Vines of this plant should not be 
placed either on the south or the north 
sides of the house; the former is too 
sunny and the Jatter too shady.

Rapid Growers 


Ipomoea rubro-caerulea is a close rel- 
ative which is best known in its vari- 
ety called Heavenly Bluc. This grows 


to twice the height of the common 
morning glory (even 20 feet in a sea- 
son. The buds are red, but become 
blue with red splashes when the flower 
expands. The stems are also more or 
less reddish or purplish. Unless planted 
in a tub or a large pot this plant will 
“run to vine” and not flower well. 

The cypress vine, closely related to the | ° 
other species mentioned, is a very ef- 
fective red flowered annual noted for its 
fern-like feathery foliage and its small 
tubular scarlet flowers which are pro- 
duced abundantly for a considerable 
season. , 

Another vigorous relative of the morn- 
ing glory is Ipomoea setosa, whose 
rosy, tubular flowers are often four 
inches in diameter. The foliage is very 
heavy and thickly set. If given an early 
start the plant will often reach 30 feet 
during the season. One of its varieties 
(Northern Light) has lavender pink 
flowers and has been reported to have 
grown 50 feet in a season. The star 
ipomoea is the most floriferous of all 
morning glories. It makes a mass of 
bloom but the flowers are very small. 
The foliage ie long and pointed and 
the flowers are scarlet with -yellowish 
throats.

One young man, 
18 years of age, with corsiderable school- 
ing in his own country, came here in 
October,, 1912, with very little knowl- 
edge of £nglish, worked industriously 
all-the year in this room, attended sum- 
mer schoo] ‘at the University of Denver 
during the summer of 1913, entered this 
school again in September, and . com- 
pleted the eighth grade at the end of 
January; entered high school the next 
week, and is holding his place there at 
the end of three months. 

In the last four or five years a system 
of penmanship has been initiated in the 
city schools under Maj. J. E. Huching- 
son, a@ supervisor of penmanship, and

The colony was started three years 
ago with seven families in Clarion, Se- ' 
vier ‘county, Utah, by Mr. Brown’s as- 
sociation. Since then 69 families have 
joined the .colotty and are’ self-support- 
ing. The company owns 6000 acres of 
irrigated land in Utah. Each family. is 
allotted, 40 acres. Besides specializing 
in dairying, alfalfa and. grains are the 
chief products raised at present, but the 
land is also adapted to fruit- -growing, 
according to Mr. Brown. — 

Families joining th: colony must have 
at least $300 as an initial investment 
and as évidence of their good faith. 
The company builds the houses, four, 
rooms and larger, ‘supplies the original 
stock and provides farming equipment. 
The land and materials are furnished at 
cost, the colonists paying at the rate 
of one half of their crops until the en- 
tire amount’ has been paid and the 
property becomes their own. } 

Thé houses are buiit i+ grou.s of four 
at the corners of. quarter’ sections, thus 
eliminating the loneliness of farm life. 
A community schoolh. use has been built 
and agricultural experts, educated at 
the national farm school, ure employed 
by’ the association to give free advice te 
the colonists.

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It is an excellent ‘thing to have en- 
‘'thusiasm and the patience to practise 
one’s game, but some players forget that 
practise is merely ingraining faults un- 
less it be intelligent. Some useful] hint 
came out in a recent issue of Ladies 
Golf, written by W. H. Horne, the well- 
known professional who it will be re- 
membered holds the world’s record for 
the longest drive. He says: 

Practise is very essential if you wish 
to improve your game, but all the prac- 
tise in the world is of no use unless you 
set about it the right way and earefully 
study your shots before playing them. 
There are several shots which require 
more studying than others, and I think 
these are the shots to the green. These 
are the most valuable of all and it is 
very j;mportant that they should be 
played with great accuracy and. judg- 
ment. 

When going out to practise, pick out 
an object to play at, any distinctive 
mark will do, as it teaches one to judge 
distance. Don’t play at the same object 
all the time, but change often and vary 
the distance and angle as much as possi- 
ble—in fact, try to trick yourself. These 
strokes are very important, and often 


make the difference between a good 


score and an ignominious failure., 


The Value of Change 


Different courses require different 
shots to reach the green, and probably a 
different way of playing them. I think 
playing on one’s home course continually 
does not tend to improve one’s game. 
The player gets 80 used to the same 
style of approach to the green that when 
he goes to play on a strange course,

The Use of the Jigger 

I think the approach shot to be prac- 
tised is one from 50 to 150 yards, as you 
will find that distance encompasses the 
usual strokes to be played to a green. 
That ts why I previously mentioned the 
half, three quarters, and full swing with 
the iron. Players not being able to spare 
an iron, or play these half, or three. 
quarter shots, will find a jigger the club 
for them. How often one gets the very 
awkward shot, where itis a little too far 
for a mashie, and not far enough for a 
spared iron stroke? You either have to 
put too much into a mashie and lose a 
great deal of accuracy, or over spare the. 
iron and stand a good chance of a foozle, 

That is just where a jigger is useful, 
as it is practically across between a 
mashie and an iron. When practising, | 
it is advisable to find out just what 
strength you can put into a stroke with 
the different clubs without losing ac- 
curacy; having found, {hat out, you will

This is most important, as I think a 
great number of players do not really 
know the distance they get with the’ 
different clubs..

The player cannot always 
be sure of getting on with his approach, 
and there are many occasions when the 
ball comes to rest a few yards too much 
to the left or right, short or over. Now, 
to recover from this little mishap is 
very essential, and the only way is to 
get as near the hole as you possibly 
can, by having well practised that par- 
ticular stroke. It seems a very sm.'] 
item, but, you will find, a very impors- 


round sthrough not being able to play 
it properly. The club to use is a fairly 
light, short, mid iron or straight-faced 
mashie. 

Another thing when practising—don’t 
place your balls for a good lie all thea 
time; just throw them down anyhow, 
and play them from where they lie, as 
you must remember when playing a 
round .you cannot improve its lie (your 
opponent might abject) ; therefore, when 
practising, place your ball in lies of th- 
kind you would expect to get whils* 
playing.

How many children know the way in 
which straw hats are made? After first 
passing through a bleaching process of 
several weeks, the straw braid,’ which 
comes. to this country from the far- 
away fields, is sent to the sewing room 
of the factory. Here in small, loose 
bundles it is softened and made flexible 
by dipping in clear water and is then 
wound on reels, says Men's Wear. From 
these reels the braids are then sewn to- 
gether to exactly fit the blocks. This is 
practically the only process in which a 
machine of any« character enters into 
the construction of hand-made hats, but 
|jfor this purpose small sewing machines 
are really essential. 

", Extreme care is taken to see that no 
imperfections get into the hat, all 
colored spots and split ends being cut 
out» by the operator as she comes. to 
them, and as these roughly shaped hats 
come from the machines they are 
thoroughly inspected for. . imperfect 
stitches, broken braids, etc., and then 
passed on to the bleachery on. the roof 
of ‘the building.

Watermarks of /every description ap- 
pear in the United States postage stamp 
paper, sometimes a single device to a.

COMPULSORY EDUCATION FOR 
__ “WORKING BOYS AND GIRLS

A proposition looking toward better 
industrially educated apprentices, im 
order to increase their efficiency and their 
earning power, is made by the American 


Machinist, as follows: 

The trend ‘of industry is toward, 
greater specialization for the worker and 

greater~ automaticity in the machine. 

This tends to increase the need of edu- 

cation forthe great mass of manual 
workers. | 

All of the present industrial schools 
are intended for the more skilled work- 
ers and their cost is so tremendous per 
pupil as\ to make,them impossible for. 
the great mass of boys and girls be- 
tween the-ages of 12 and 16 years. 

The trend of state legislation is to 
raise the age limit at which a child can 
lL. .ve school and go to work. Thus more 
and more children are being thrown back 


sociations show that manufacturers are 
not working together in trying to solve 
the problem of industrial education. 

Mental tmining should be given in 
the school and training of the hands in 
the shop. 

These facts show, as the great need, 
a plan of. industrial education , which 
| will positively reach every boy and girl 
when he first goes to work in industry 
and at the same time will compel the 
manufacturer to bear his share of the 
responsibility of this* education. 

.Compulsory apprenticeship * is _ pro- 
posed to meet these demands. It is in- 
ftended to cover training of the hands 
only. 

The idea around which such a com- 
pulsory law would be framed is to com- 
pel the manufacturer to provide ade- 
quate, prescribed instruction for every 
boy and girl working in his shop be- 
tween the ages of, say 14 and 17, at his 
OWnR expense. Supervision of this train- 
ing might well lie in the hands ofta 
mixed board, composed of employers, em- 
‘ployees and educators.

LETTERED AWNING 
AND MARQUEE. IS 
TO BE ALLOWED 


Modifications of the awning and street 
sign regulations, adopted two weeks ago 
and to become effective in, June, make 
unnecessary the removal of awnings and 
marquees more than 7% feet from the 


sidewalk but less than eight and which 
are said to aggregate a value exceeding 
$100,000. The changes in the rules re- 
garding awnings and marquees include + 
that the required height: be 7% feet 
instead of eight; awnings may be low- 
ered during Sundays and holidays and 
be lettered, but a special license fee will 
be charged in addition to the fee al- 
ready levied. 

These changes were made yesterday 
by the street commissioners on orders 
from the mayor. The mayor said ‘that 
he had found this course advisable, as 
almost a united protest was voiced by 
the city merchants and it was-not the 
purpose of the regulations to seriously 
interfere with commercial interests.

At present the 
tax-exempt feature of municipal bonds 
is substantially reflected in their price. 
If the aforesaid bill becomes law, how- 
ever, it is felt that the tax on taxable 
bonds may be reduced ‘substantially, 
thus partly vitiating the advantage now 
possessed by the tax-exempt over tax- 
able issues.

In other words, Boston Elevated 
for tke two fiscal years 1912 and 1913 
was excused from earning 5. per cent on 
its. stock, 

If, however, for the fiscal year to end 
June 30, 1914, the road “earns and pays 
5 per cent” on its stock, then the legal- 
ity of its bonds can. be resumed without 
forcing the corporation to go through a 
fives year period -of earning: and paying 
5 per cent. 

This point seems to have been over- 
looked by those who claim that Elevated 
bonds.are not legal and will not be legal 
until .five years have elapsed. The 
legality side of the bonds has been in 
suspense for two years. Banks which 
held the bonds did not have to sell but 
could not buy more bonds until the lapse 
of a third year should determine whether 
the road could regain its savings bank 
privilege. 

The question, therefore, sini itself 
down to: “Will the Elevated earn and 
pay 5 per cent for its current fiscal year. 
It has already paid 5 per cént in divi- 
dends. Will they be earned?” 

There is a possibility that the com- 
pany can earn this 5 per cent. There are 
some friends of the company who expect 
it will just about squeeze by with 5 per 
cent. And there are other good authori- 
ties who do not see how with’ increase 
in wage accounts running at the rate 
of more than $500,000 per annum since 
May | such a result can be attained. 

It will be recalled that the wage award 
made in January gave a retroactive pay- 
ment back to May 1, 1913. This pay- 
ment was met by cutting the 6 per 
cent dividend. On May 1 of this year| 
the second increase in wages went into 
effect and on May 1, 1915, the third and 
final. increase become- operative. The 
wage award is costing fully $100,000 
more per annum thar. was at first esti- 
mated.

| Fruit Company and the Nipe Bay Com- 
pany, which lease can be terminated 
after one year, if the company should 
decide not to continue the experiment, 

“In view of the altered: conditions re- 
garding both the production and refining 
of sugar, brought about by tariff changes, 
the Fruit Company has considered it ex- 
pedient to be in a position to deal inde- 
pendently with the: whole question of its 
sugar production and marketing, if such 
course should be desirable. This is by 
no means certain, but the arrangement 
with the Revere Refinery places the com- 
pany in a.particularly strong position 
without committing it in any way to 
any policy of expansion, or any con- 
siderable expenditure of money, should 
such policy prove unnecessary or wn- 
wise.” ,

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BALTIMORE & OHIO DIVIDEND 
EXPECTED TO BE FULL RATE 


| seed May.Not Eam All of Usual Six Per Cent Disburse- 


ment But No Cut Is Looked for — Year’s Deficit. 


Would Be Small if There Were Any at All 


The Baltimore & Ohio railroad may not 
earn the full 6 per cent dividend this 
fiscal year, it is said, although the April 
statement of earnings shows a gain of 
more than $800,000, or about 50 per cent 
in ‘net. It is said, however, the direc- 
tors will pay the regular dividend. 

Some $7,000,000 or $8,000,000 of the 
$40,000,000 surplus have been added since 
the last time the dividend was main- 
tained though not earned within the 
year, and that the whole of the sur- 
plus is represented by property other 
than fixed plant, that is, by investments. 

There is no likelihood that the year’s 
deficit after common dividends, if any, 
will be large. Indications are for a 
fraction niore than 5 per cent earned on 
the common. . Assuming that May and 
June net will be no better than the 
fairly good earnings of last year, and 
estimating other income and fixed 
charges on figures for seven months, re- 
sults for the year may be worked out

The month of May gross has not been 
favorable on coal and iron carriers east 
of the Mississippi. In ithe last two 
months of the 1913 fiscal year the Balti- 
more & Ohio gross increased $1,400,000, 
or 9 per cent, and was the best in the 
road’s history. In April the road gained 
$196,000. 

The ,A_.il increase in net was due in 
small part to this gain in gross and in 
larger part to a $635,000 reduction in 
maintenance. Transportation expenses 
were reduced a few thousands, despite 3 
per cent greater business handled. 

It is not too late for a turn in traffie 
to improve results for the year, and there 
is the further probability that car hire, 
which counted heavily against Baltimore 
& Ohio during the first six or eight 
months of the year, will have made a 
better comparison for latter part of the 
year. 


COAL CUSTOMERS GET BENEFIT 


OF BUYING IN DULL MARKET — 


Dealers in bituminous coal declare the 
situation practically unchanged for the 
past week, with buyers having the best 
of it in nearly all current transactions, 
says the Coal Trade Journal. There is 
plenty of soft coal offered at prices that 
tend to keep the market unsettled, and 
contract deliveries are not required with 
any degree of urgency. Undoubtedly 
there is considerable coal moving, but the 
process lacks snap and activity, being 
of a character which indicates that 
much less than a normal amount for this 
time of the year is absorbed by industrial 
plants. — 

One index to the nigeaiitee condition 
of affairs here is the reported with- 
drawal of some of the ocean liners on 
account of the lack of good cargoes, and 
coasting vessels are also said to be lying 
idle insthe harbor awaiting orders. Man- 
ufacturing, except in the line of woolen 
goods, is of light proportions. 

Quotations depend upon the necessities 
of the case. If there is probability of 
delay and accumulation of expenses, the 
price softens, to the marked advantage 
of the customer. Nominally the figure 
is unchanged at $3.78 to $3.80 on New 
River and Pocahontas coals. In reality 
it is rarely possible to obtain such prices 


on current transactions. Everybody in 
the trade knows that opportunities to 
pick up fair quantities for less, some- 
times 5 to 10 cents less, are encountered 
if the buyer has patience to wait for 
them. 

Pennsylvania soft coal is freely offered 
at easy quotations in-a majority of 
cases. The range is still from 90 cents 
to $1.55 at the mines. 


Anthracite holds steady. Shipments 
are of good volume, but some of the 
May orders will have to go over iato 
July delivery. Orders are beginning to 
slow down now and the call for supplies 
is expected to slacken substantially 
with a resulting rather quiet midsum- 
mer period this year. 

There is none too much stove coal 
coming forward, and the call is more 
active and insistent therefor than for 
other sizes. Prices remain steady all 
along the line. 

Coal men in this city, like members of 
the trade at western points derive con- 
siderable hopefulness from the reports 
of prospective large rain crops this 
year, with the possibility that this fac- 
tor may exert a stimulating influence 
upon general trade and thus affect the 
demand for coal. 


[MARKET OPINIONS | 


J. 8. Bache & Co., New York—The ac- 
tion of the stock market indicates that 
securities have been pretty well liqui- 
dated and the unfavorable factors—an- 
titrust legislation, delay in rate increase, 
possibilities of wheat crop damage, the 
New Haven investigation, doubtful sit- 
uation of Missouri Pacific, and Boston & 
Maine—appear to have been discounted. 
Traders’ efforts for decline, which are 
constantly in evidence have little effect. 
The market has had‘periods during the 
week of excessive dullness, but out of 
these activity has in each case developed 
on the upward side. Movements, howev- 
er, except in few instances, have not 
been important. Notwithstanding much 
pessimism on the floor of the exchange, 
many influential opinions are expressed 
that a good advance will eventually de- 
velop. 


Thompson, Towle & Co., Boston: While 
there are few attractive trading oppor- 
tunities at the present time, many lead- 
ing railroad stocks, such as Atchison 
Union Pacific, Great Northern and St.

If, however, for the fiscal year to end 
June 30, 1914, the road “earns and pays 
5 per cent” on its stock, then the legal- 
ity of its bonds can. be resumed without 
forcing the corporation to go through a 
fives year period -of earning and paying 
5 per cent. 

This point seems to have been over- 
looked by those who claim that Elevated 
bonds are not legal and will not be legal 

until .five years have elapsed. The 
legality side of the bonds has been in 
suspense for two years. Banks which 
held the bonds did not have to sell but 
could not buy more bonds until the lapse 
of a third year should determine whether 
the road could regain its savings bank 
privilege. 

The question, therefore, sealed itself 
down to: “Will the Elevated earn and 
pay 5 per cent for its current fiscal year. 
It has already paid 5 per cent in divi- 
dends. Will they be earned?” 

There is a possibility that the com- 
pany can earn this 5 per cent. There are 
some friends of the company who expect 
it will just about squeeze by with 5 per 
cent. And there are other good authori- 
ties who do not see how with’ increase 
in wage accounts running at the rate 
of more than $500,000 per annum since 
May | such a result can be attained.

BALTIMORE & OHIO DIVIDEND 
EXPECTED TO BE FULL RATE 


Road May Not Eam Alll of Usual Six Per Cent Disburse- 
ment But No Cut Is Looked for — Year's Defiit 
Would Be Small if There Were Any at All 


The Baltimore & Ohio railroad may not 
earn the full 6 per. cent dividend this 
fiscal year, it is said, although the April 
statement of earnings shows a gain of 
more. than $800,000, or about 50 per cent 
in ‘net. It is said, however, the direc- 
tors will pay the regular dividend. 

Some $7,000,000 or $8,000,000 of the 
$40,000,000 surplus have been added since 
the last time the dividend was main- 
tained though not earned within the 
year, and that the whole of the sur- 
plus is represented by property other 
than fixed plant, that is, by investments. 

There is no likelihood that the year’s 
deficit after common dividends, if any, 
will be large. Indications are for a 
fraction niore than 5 per cent earned on 
the common. Assuming that May and 
June net will be no better than the 
fairly good earnings of last year, and 
estimating other income and fixed 
charges on figures for seven months, re- 
sults for the year may be worked out

COAL CUSTOMERS GET BENEFIT 
OF BUYING IN DULL MARKET 


Dealers in bituminous coal declare the 
situation practically unchanged for the 
past week, with buyers having the best 
of it in nearly all current transactions, 
says the Coal Trade Journal. There is 
plenty of soft coal offered at prices that 
tend to keep the market unsettled, and 
contract deliveries are not required with 
any degree of urgency. Undoubtedly 
there is considerable coal moving, but the 
process lacks snap and activity, being 
of a character which indicates that 
much less than a normal amount for this 
time of the year is absorbed by industrial 
plants. 

One index to the prevailing condition 
of affairs here is the reported with- 
drawal of some of the ocean liners on 
account of the lack of good cargoes, and 
coasting vessels are also said to be lying 
idle insthe harbor awaiting orders. Man- 
ufacturing, except in the line of woolen 
goods, is of light proportions. 

Quotations depend upon the necessities 
of the case. If there is probability of 
delay and accumulation of expenses, the 
price softens, to the marked advantage 
of the customer. Nominally the figure 
is unchanged at $3.78 to $3.80 on New 
River and Pocahontas coals. In reality 
it is rarely possible to obtain such prices

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IF THE versatility of Theodore Roosevelt 
were not a commonplace there would be 
instruction in the variety of his occupation 
during the part of a day he spent in Wash- 
ington. Geographer part’ of the time, 
speaker before an audience such as few men 
could attract to hear about a Brazilian river, 
naturalist reviewing the array ‘of specimens 
brought by him from the African wilds, 
former President paying his respects to a 
successor, joking with him about literary characters'so far out of the 
ordinary range that the President’s secretary could only report: that 
it was all over his head, guest of a Republican stalwart senator -in 
a group of diplomats, adviser to an assembly of Progressives, coun- 
selor behind locked doors to the leaders of the party which, admit- 
tedly he discovered, greeter of old comrades in arms in Cuba, and 
followed everywhere by a throng of people, this was not an unfa- 
miliar Roosevelt. 

~~ At the center of the Washington errand was the lecture on the 
river that has been “put on the map” of South America. It was 
the core of the apple, but apples are not valued for their cores. <A 
river more or less in another continent does not intimately concern 
the toiling masses or the big interests or the political leaders of the 
jland. If the day in Washington has a distinctive value among the 
thany other days only less conspicuously varied, it was in showing 
the purpose of the man who has upset political quiet and order as. 
no other ever did and may yet set up a fiew control. It committed 
him to the unreserved, which in this casé means a vigorous and 
determined, leadership of campaigns in the present year whose meas- 
ure in. possible consequences cannot now be taken.

-Up and down 
Italy meetings are being held, whilst artitles are appearing. in the* 
daily press inveighing against the tyrannous treatment meted out to 
Italians in Istria; and the whole country once again presents that pic- 
ture of hostility toward her ally which. for some time past has made 
the triple alliance the sport of the cartoonist. It is not necessary 
to dilate upon the-folly of the policy of Austria in the “Italian lands.” 
It is a policy moré than all others, perhaps, dittated by fear, and its 
complete inefficacy has so often been proved to demonstration that 
the wonder is how even diplomacy can resort to it as an effective 
means for achieying its ends. 

The fact is, of course, that the retention. by Avitris-Hungary 
of full and indisputed possession of Trieste, is regarded in Vienna 
as the first postulate of Austro-Hungarian policy. The known hos- 
tility of Italy toward Austrian expansion along the western shores 
ar e Adriatic, the present superiority of Italy as a naval power,
